
DECLARATION UNDER CFR 1.131 

(1) We, "T^^Punder signed declarants, residing respectively at 
14430 Bridgestone Road, Ft. Wayne, Indiana 46814, U.S.A., 725 
Main Street, Auburn, Indiana 46706, U.S.A., 1610 Wane Street, Ft. 
Wayne, Indiana 46808, U.S.A., and 3018 Walnut Run, Ft. Wayne, 
Indiana 46814, U.S.A., are the named co-inventors of the claimed 
subject matter of U.S. Application No. 10/670,854, filed 
September 24, 2003. 



(2) This application was assigned by us to Master Spas, Inc. of 
Ft. Wayne, Indiana, by virtue of an Assignment recorded in the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on November 1, 2002. 



(3) The claimed subject matter of the application was jointly 
conceived by us (referred to hereinafter as the "theater spa 
system") prior to June 5, 2000, at which time a prototype of a 
spa demonstrating the invention was completed. The prototype had 
three compartments movably mounted in a surface surrounding the 
upper edge of the tub. The compartments were configured 
substantially as shown and described in the above-identified 
patent application. Speakers and a television set were mounted 
in the compartments. The compartments were capable of being 
moved vertically between a raised position wherein the screen of 
the television set could be viewed and the speakers were 
functional, and a lowered one wherein they were recessed within 
the surface surrounding the tub. The television and the speakers 
were not electronically wired, and the operating system for 



raising and lowering the compartments was not installed, but the 
prototype construction was otherwise as described in the 
application and demonstrated the utility and operability of the 
invention. The purpose of the prototype was to provide a visual 
demonstration to a selected group of Master Spas sales 
representatives and dealers of a product offering. The 
demonstration was planned to be held at the Master Spas 
headquarters on June 5, 2 000. 

(4) Following the meeting on June 5, 2000, work continued 
diligently until a fully operating production prototype of the 
theater spa system was completed and successfully tested. The 
prototype was completed in time for a sales meeting held 
November 6, 2000 at which it was shown to the entire Master Spas 
sales force. 

(5) A brochure showing the completed, fully operating prototype 
of the theater spa system was prepared in anticipation of the 
sales meeting of November 6, 2000 and at an industry-sponsored 
trade show in Orlando, Florida on November 8, 2 000. The 
prototype was shown and operated at the trade show, and copies of 
the brochure were distributed at the sales meeting and the trade 
show. A copy of the brochure is attached as Exhibit A. The 
invoice of the printer of the aforementioned brochure evidencing 
completion of the work required to complete the brochure is 
attached as Exhibit B. Exhibits A and B constitute evidence of 
reduction to practice of the invention disclosed and claimed in

Application No. 60/670,854. As further evidence of a reduction 
to practice of the invention, a copy of a Master Spas STS/LSS 
Technical Training Manual is attached as Exhibit C. The manual 
of Exhibit C bears a date of January 12, 2001 and shows and 
describes the claimed features of the theater spa system. 



(6) We hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own 
knowledge are true and that all statements made on information 
and belief are believed to be true; and further that these 
statements were made with the knowledge that willful false 
statements and the like so made are punishable by fine or 
imprisonment, or both under Section 1001 of Title 18 of the 
United States Code and that such willful false statements may 
jeopardize the validity to the application of any patent issued 
thereon.
